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An independent study of the purpose and role of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy will be undertaken by the George Washington University National Law Center, 
it was announced today by Dean Louis H. Mayo of the university's Graduate School 
of Public Law. 

The inquiry, which will begin in September and take one year to complete, is 
made possible by a grant from the Edgar Stern Family Fund, a Louisiana foundation. 

Bocal point of the study will be an analysis and evaluation of the Joint 
Committee as an instrument of democratic government. 

Because of the JCAE's unique status and the extraordinary authority vested in 
it," says Dean Mayo, "the study will involve examination of the Joint Committee’s 
role in terms of such basic constitutional principles as the separation of powers 
among the three branches of government, the Joint Committee's contribution to keep¬ 
ing the public informed on critical questions of national policy, and the means to 
be employed by a democratic government in conducting national defense programs on 
the secrecy-shrouded frontiers of science and technology. 

"Our program of inquiry, which will examine all relevant saurces of information 
and include personal interviews, will attempt to answer the following questions con¬ 
cerning the JCAE: Is an institution like the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
necessary for exercising legislative authority over programs like atomic energy? 
Should a comparable Joint Committee device be used in other fields such as our 
national space, civil defense, and central intelligence programs? How do the 
operations of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy affect the operations and r v - 
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responsibilities of the executive and judicial branches of government and of other 
Congressional agencies?” 

The Law Center study group will not be primarily concerned with the policy 
issues involved in the atomic energy program, but will consider these only insofar 

asve they may throw light on the nature and functions of the Joint Committee as an 
institution of government.

FIRST •MEASUREMENT’ CENTER 
ANNOUNCED FOR U. S. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27 —— Formation of an educational center vital to maintain 
America’s Space Age security and scientific progress was announced here today by 
the dean of George Washington University’s Sohool of Engineering. 

Dr. Martin Mason, at a press conference held in conjunction with the annual 
meeting of the Instrument Society of America, said this country's first Institute 
of Measurement Science will be established at the University in Washington, D. C., 
with the support of the National Bureau of Standards and The Martin Company of 
Baltimore, Maryland. 

Through this new Institute, Mason said, America hopes to overcome Soviet 
superiority in the science of measurement — Metrology — which has contributed 
greatly to Russia’s missile and space achievements. 

The urgency of the measurement problem has been reported by the National 
Bureau of Standards; 

In 195c ,-i3 Soviets claimed they could make calibrations of temperature 
measuring devi-ea up to 6000 degrees Centigrade, and their five-year plan called 
fox extending this competence to 12,000 degrees by 1960. 

By contrast, in 1956 the U. S. Bureau of Standards had reasonably satisfact¬ 
ory means for providing temperature calibrations of up to only 2800 degrees.”

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Today, NBS calibrations can be made only up to 4200 degrees Centigrade — 
or about one-third of Soviet capabilities* 

Dean Mason pointed out that measurement is basic to all scientific knowledge, 
"Only when you can measure a thing and express it in precise numbers do you 
know something about it," he said* He added that there is no field of modern tech¬ 
nology that does not depend on quality control and thus on measurement of one kind 
or another. The defense industries and space technology particularly depend on 
ultra-accurate stsndards of precision measurement. 

Not only are scientists searching for measurement methods in the research 
bield, but new emphasis is also being plaoed on minute measurements in industry. 

Dr. A. G. McNish, chief of the Metrology Division of the Bureau of Standards, 
appearing with Dean Mason to stress the urgent national requirement for the new 
measurement center, said that increasing requests from industry for a source of 
talent to devei p and use precise measurement techniques has resulted in an in¬ 
creasing load on the consulting services of the Bureau. 

Electronics and space industries, which feel the "measurement pinch" most 
acutely, have offered equipment, money and their own employes for students in 
support of ox> academic center for Metrology. 

"It is of the utmost importance to our needs at the Bureau that this center 
be established," Dr. McNish added. "There has been nothing like it before in the 
field of scientific measurement. The very security of our nation and the future 
sigor of science, industry and commerce in America all depend on it." 

- "■■ccples of the lack of experienced people in the science of measurement in 
this country are awesome. Dr. McNish said. At NBS, he added, "we simply cannot 
o c ' I i riopl.e with the proper training. Time and money are consumed because we have 
to train them on the job ourselves. 
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'During the past year requests by industry and government for calibration of 
gagi, blocks have increased from 300 to 1000 monthly. As a result, a priority 

syiteni had uo be established. Packing cases of important instruments of all kinds 
sent to NBS by industry for calibration are overflowing into the hallways of the 
Bureau. 


"During the last fiscal year ending June 30, 1960, no fewei than 175,000 
items of all kinds were sent to NBS by industry and government. These ranged from 
electronics devices through optical instruments." 


The importance of precision measurement is highlighted with an example of a 
moon rocket with a millionth of an inch error in the gyro axis of the guidance 

system. One millionth of an inch spells the difference between a successful probe 
and a complete miss.

Founding of the new Measurement Institute resulted from informal discussions 
among members of industry, the Bureau of Standards and George Washington University, 
according to Dean Mason. He said that The Martin Company provided the initial 
funds which made the center possible. Martin operates at Baltimore the Research 
Institute of Advanced Studies (RIAS) , directed by W. W. Bonder, where measure¬ 
ment problems in the realm of pure science frequently are encountered. 

"We examined what we thought might be necessary to ge this cunter started 
and I casually mentioned that ^10,000 in hand would put us in business," Dean 
Mason said. "We could stop the talking then and get to the doing. Wot long 
afterward The Martin Company provided the money. In effect they said, here it is. 
Now get to work." 

The Martin Company, according to Vice President A. L. Varrieur, cooperated to 
get the project started and to encourage industry-wide participation. 

A main purport cf the new Institute is to encourage other universities 
throughout the nai '.on also to include Metrology — the science of measurement 
— as part ox their curricula. 

Master of Science, Bachelor of Science and Doctorate of Science degrees will 
be offered by the center. Dr. Mason said. 

George Washington University is one of the few universities which already 
offers some courses in Metrology and this led to increasing interest in the field, 
resulting in establishment ex’ the Institute of Measurement Science.
